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PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS*

Dr. Martin, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I am sure that you will all be glad if I thank Dr. Martin for 
the welcome he has just given us. To have a meeting at McGill Uni- 
versity and to see the Bibliotheca Osleriana has been a fond wish 
of the members of the Medical Library Association. Somehow or 
other I feel as if I had almost the right to welcome you here myself, 
for it seems such a short time since I left McGill and even since I 
attended the first lecture delivered in this building—by the late Prof. 
Francis J. Shepherd, who was our Honorary President in 1928. 

Dr. Martin is very well remembered by his old pupils for his 
skill as a physician and ability as a teacher. I also call to mind a 
very remarkable address he delivered in 1923 as President of the 
Canadian Medical Association during the annual meeting held at 
Montreal. It was the kind of address I should make today instead 
of putting you through a slow and painful third degree, although 
some of you have survived the first and second at previous meetings. 
I shall quote Dr. Martin in full: ‘‘Ladies and Gentlemen, my address 
is 686 Mountain Street. You will all be weleome.’’ 

This is the first time for the Association to meet at Montreal, 
and it is most fitting to come here. In the first place, did you know 
that it was Miss M. R. Charlton, Assistant Librarian of the McGill 
Medical Library from 1895 until 1914, who with Dr. George M. 
Gould of Philadelphia, founded our Association in 1898? We hope 
to see her today at our meetings, and we trust that the Association 
has grown up as she has wished. Again, we shall gather amongst 
the books of William Osler, who was one of the most ardent supporters 
of the Association in its early days, the President from 1901 until 
1904, and its wise counsellor and friend for many years. Incidentally, 
while he was President the membership increased by fifty per cent. 
One of his most interesting and valuable bibliographical papers, en- 
titled ‘‘Some Aspects of American Medical Bibliography,’’ was read 
as his presidential address in 1902 (Bulletin of the Association of 
Medical Itbrarians, Baltimore, July-Oct. 1902, vol. i, nos. 3-4, pp. 19-32, 
and also in Aequanimitas and Other Addresses, Philadelphia, Blakis- 
ton, 1904). Another of his papers, which from time to time he wrote 
about books or libraries, called ‘‘A Visit to the Hunterian Library 
at Glasgow,’’ was also published in the Bulletin of the Association 
of Medical Inbrarians for 1902 (Jan.-April, 1902, vol. i, nos. 1-2, pp.

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20-23). On this continent we know all too little about the library 
of William Hunter (1718-1783), John’s older brother, and I believe 
that rather few of us know of this paper by Osler. Dr. W. W. Fran- 
cis, Osler’s really learned Librarian, will, I am sure, show you the 
catalogues of the MSS. and the books of the Hunterian Museum at 
Glasgow. Sir William Osler also assisted at the birth of the Medical 
Library Association of Great Britain and Ireland in 1909, and was 
its President for two years. You should all read his address deliv- 
ered in the same year at Belfast under the title, ‘‘Remarks on the 
Medical Library in Post-Graduate Work’’ (Brit. M. J., 1909, ii, 925- 
928). It is written in his best vein; full of knowledge of medical 
libraries of the present day; replete with historical, literary and 
bibliographical allusion; and is at the same time an apologia for 
libraries and a sympathetic picture of the bibliographical weaknesses 
and other avocations of physicians. Unfortunately, although the 
Association was so well ushered into life, I do not believe that it 
ever grew to be a thriving child. Someone in England should take 
hold of it again. 

We honored ourselves in electing Dr. William H. Welch an hon- 
orary member of our Association. This year he has received con- 
gratulations upon his eightieth birthday from all over the world. It 
was a great pleasure to see his delight when the beautiful William H. 
Welch Medical Library was opened, and his department of the His- 
tory of Medicine was inaugurated, last October at Johns Hopkins 
University. This is one of the two outstanding events since our last 
annual meeting. The other was the Centennial Celebration of the 
Library of the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of Maryland. Prob- 
ably owing to my office in this Association I was present on both 
occasions. 

We regret very deeply that one of our honorary members, Mr. 
Wilfrid M. Voynich of London and New York died on the 19th of 
March of this year. He was distinguished even in the ranks of book- 
sellers, amongst whom there have always been, and shall be, men of 
scholarship. He was proud of his calling. Of course his interest 
was not merely in medical books, but those who find pleasure and 
profit in medical history and bibliography owe much to him for his 
discoveries of points relating to editions of Vesalius, or of anatomical 
books which contain plates after those of Vesalius. He once said 
that scarcely a year passed in which he did not find a further item 
of Vesaliana, such as a case history by him or a book dedicated to 
him. His knowledge of mediaeval manuscripts was very profound 
and yet he was not always able to tell one exactly how he could give 
date and country of writing. It seemed to be intuitive with him. 
In 1912 he found an extraordinary, illustrated manuscript in cipher 
and through close study of old records he thought he was able to 
trace its wanderings back to its author Roger Bacon. The late Pro- 
fessor William Romaine Newbold, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
thought he had found the key to one of the most intricate ciphers 
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the world has ever seen, for by means of it he was able to read other 
of Roger Bacon’s works (see The Cipher of Roger Bacon, by W. R. 
Newbold, ed. by R. G. Kent, Philadelphia, Univ. of Penn. Press, 
1928). Just before Mr. Voynich died he was told that his view of 
the nature of the manuscript had been supported in a fifty-three page 
article by Raoul Carton, a French scholar (Revue d’Histoire de la 
Philosophie, Paris, 1929, 3° année, fase. 1, Janvier-Mars, 31-66, and 
fase. 2, Avril-Juin, 165-179). 

All the friends of Voynich and Newbold hope that their discov- 
eries will be confirmed and that the fascinating story, which they have 
told, will prove to be true. Other booksellers have had almost equally 
exciting adventures in their literary work, but in early life Mr. 
Voynich had also passed through physical trials and excitements. 
He was born in Poland in 1865 and studied at the University of 
Moseow. He was arrested on account of his sympathies with, and 
activities in, the Polish national movement, spent several years in 
solitary confinement at Warsaw, and was exiled to Siberia. It was 
amusing to hear him tell how all this gave him ample time for study, 
during this his ‘‘secondary University course’’. His recital of details 
of his imprisonment and final escape sounded almost like a fairy tale. 

It is now time to take up some of the results of the annual meet- 
ing which was held at Cleveland last September. The subject is not 
a very vivacious one. You may remember that there was quite a long 
discussion about the merits and, what some of us considered, the 
defects of the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus, and I am happy 
to report that beginning with volume 5, 1929, fifty-nine additional peri- 
odieals have been indexed. That is certainly a step in the right 
direction, and we are thankful to the American Medical Association. 
Still some of us feel that the best articles in many more journals 
should be listed. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, at the Cleveland meeting, very kindly said 
that should we make cards for articles, which we thought valuable, 
in periodicals which were not indexed in the Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus, and send them to him, he would consider them most 
seriously for publication. We began to form a committee and to allot 
journals to various libraries. I regret to say that I personally did 
not live up to these good intentions, but have been working at another 
closely related matter nearly all year. It had been rumored that 
with the appearance of the last volume of the third series of the 
Index Catalogue of the Surgeon General’s Library, such series would 
be discontinued. In their stead it was suggested that a year-book 
should be issued every year from the Army Medical Library at Wash- 
ington, giving a list of books, pamphlets, and theses, A to Z, received 
during the previous twelve months. Those who look for lists of medi- 
eal magazine articles would then have to rely upon the Quarterly 
Cumulative Index Medicus, which cumulates twice a year, but would 
have nothing like the Index Catalogue of the Surgeon General’s 
Library which gathers together in each volume the output of about 
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twenty years. Happily, the Surgeon General has recently sent out a 
letter of inquiry to doctors and medical libraries of the United States 
and Canada, and I believe that he finds a real desire for the continua- 
tion of the Index Catalogue. There is now every prospect of its 
being kept up throughout other series. Dr. A. E. Cohn of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Research who is a member of the Library 
Committee of the New York Academy of Medicine, and I went to 
Washington on the same matter ten days ago, and we had a very 
satisfactory talk with Col. P. M. Ashburn, the Librarian, and Col. 
F. H. Garrison, now in charge of the William H. Welch Medical 
Library, Baltimore. 

One of the most important reasons for the existence of this 
Association is the Library Exchange, and it is a subject of perennial 
discussion at our meetings. It is an undoubted fact that some libraries 
do not play their part, as they should, in giving away duplicate 
material. They are content to be blessed by receiving. I do not 
believe there exists a single library which could not send into the 
Exchange every year a short list of duplicates which it would give 
away to other libraries. Do not feel that, because you have so many 
duplicates and that you have not time to list them all, you should 
not make a list of some of them. The present Constitution requires 
libraries to donate material at least once every two years if they are 
to hope to receive any. Why not strive not merely to live up to the 
Constitution, but to live beyond it? 

I am not absolutely satisfied with the rules for priority in allot- 
ing material from the Exchange, not as satisfied as I was during the 
discussion at Cleveland. Two of the largest libraries in the United 
States received over one thousand separate items from one recent 
Exchange list—I admit that the list contained some journals and 
reports which are not often seen. I am still sure that the largest 
libraries should have preference, as, presumably, they should give 
the most. On the other hand, could not some arrangement be arrived 
at to hasten the building up of large libraries in the different sections 
of the United States and Canada to fill the more than ordinary needs? 
This is the scheme as it comes roughly to my mind. Divide the coun- 
tries into sections, taking into account extent of population as well 
as of area and the position of the largest library of the section, and 
call them A, B, C, D, ete. Now, make lists of the medical libraries 
in these sections, from the largest to the smallest. On the publication 
of the first list from the Exchange the libraries of A are to have first 
choice. Within this section A, however, the wants of the largest 
library are to be filled first, then the second largest, ete., ete. Any 
material not taken by the libraries of A is then to be allotted to those 
of B, under the same conditions, then to those of C, ete. After A has 
had its turn, it drops to the bottom of the roster, so that at the 
appearance of the second list, B is to have prior claim to everything. 
If the scheme is workable and the large libraries concerned have the 
funds and the wish to grow, very important collections of periodicals, 
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reports and documents will be placed in different sections of the two 
countries. Let us help to create large libraries in the Middle and 
Western, not merely the Eastern parts of the Continent. Miss Doe 
of the New York Academy of Medicine has helped me by preparing 
a map and table of comparative figures for discussion. We are going 
to appoint a Committee to study the question of the Exchange during 
the present meeting, and if its efforts bear fruit, an amendment to 
the Constitution might be presented at the time of the next annual 
meeting. One last word: for good or for ill no library liveth unto 
itself.

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THE LIBRARY OF THE ROCKEFELLER INSTITUTE

When the Medical Library Association met in New York, it 
was a great disappointment to us at the Rockefeller Institute to 
have only a condition of chaos to call a Library, and to show 
to those of you who were daring enough to mount scaffoldings 
and rickety stairs to come and see. With sublime optimism we tried 
to point out some of the best features of the promised building, but 
if your vision failed to grasp them it was at that time small wonder. 
Even our own imagination, stimulated by legions of architect’s plans 
and blue-prints, failed utterly to visualize the edifice that now stands 
completed and complete. 

The building is located on the river side of the Institute prop- 
erty. It is of limestone, and rises two floors on the land side and five 
on the water front. Its frontage is approximately 90 ft. with a depth 
of 70 ft. The main reading room with alcoves at either end occupies 
the entire length and, exclusive of the alcoves, is two stories high. 
Five great windows overlook the river and with three at each end 
give abundant light and sun; clustered chandeliers, table-lamps and 
daylight floor-lamps afford ample illumination after dark. 

The reading-room is finished in walnut, wainseoted to a height 
of 12 ft., with vaulted ceiling above of classic rough white plaster. 
The frieze at the top of the wainscoting is elaborately carved, depict- 
ing what at first sight appear to be cupids disporting with the 
Caducius. Cupids I ventured to call them in the presence of one of 
the workmen, but he sent a pitying glance in my direction, and re- 
marked in tones of utmost scorn ‘‘Them ain’t Cupids: them are 
Genii!’’ So perhaps that explains the connection. 

At one end of the room, between the two entrances to the alcoves 
hangs the beautiful portrait of Lavoisier by Louis David, enriching 
and beautifying the entire space; and deep red velvet hangings at 
the windows complete the decoration. 

As you turn your back to the river, straight ahead of you at 
the right hand end of the room is the aleove for the bound periodical 
stacks. These also are built of walnut. The corresponding position 
at the opposite end is occupied by the charging desk, the librarian’s 
inner and outer offices, the catalogue cases and the unbound periodi- 
eal files. 

In addition to the elevator, three stairways lead to the second 
floor, where the steel stacks are to be found. Three features were 
considered for this equipment,—wedge-shaped ends to the shelves 
which yield more room at the front than the rear of the shelf, thus 
safeguarding the backs of the books from crowding; solid shelves 
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rather than slat, as a protection from dust; and the shelf itself flanged 
on all four sides, furnishing additional supporting strength. 

On the second floor are located also five cubicles, or study rooms, 
each furnished with steel bookshelves and steel tables. These are 
for the use of such members of the Staff as may be writing, affording 
a quiet place for concentration, and opportunity to segregate for the 
time being the books needed for the purpose. Already these have met 
with great favor, and are in constant demand. 

You will find as well on the second floor, immediately above the 
cataloguing room, a spacious workroom, where the new books are 
received, and the periodicals assembled for binding. Just now these 
two floors afford ample space for our collection, but the three base- 
ment floors are so designed that they may be equipped with steel 
stacks for further growth and it is estimated that at the present rate 
of inerease there will be no crowding for fifty years, and no need for 
the present incumbents to count on moving the library a second time. 
Moving it once was enough for us, but our experience may be helpful 
to those of you who have it ahead as a novelty. Instead of packing 
and unpacking the books in cases, we transported them by hod, which 
proved a great saving of time. Eight of our porters formed in line, 
each armed with a specially constructed hod, deep enough to prevent 
the books from slipping, and with solemn injunctions to keep the 
same order in the line of march they started at one o’clock on Satur- 
day to give a practical demonstration of perpetual motion. There 
was a halt of about thirty seconds as each man reached the shelf in 
turn, and one of the library staff superintended the loading of the 
hod in the order that the books came from the shelves. Another 
delay of thirty seconds at the other end where other librarians ordered 
the placing of the volumes in the same order on the new shelves, and 
the line kept moving on. It was like ravelling out a piece of knitting 
and knitting it up again at the same time, and the stacks emptied 
and refilled so fast that the men were stimulated by their success, and 
worked heroically. 

Four hours they labored the first day, and eight hours the fol- 
lowing day, and the deed was done. They had moved from one 
building to another, and set in place, over 15,000 volumes, in addition 
to the files of unbound periodicals and pamphlets. It was what we 
had planned, but marvelous to relate it was an accomplished fact 
without any interruption in library service. Saturday morning the 
borrowers got what they wanted in the old building, Monday morning 
in the new building, and to the extreme joy of the library staff things 
were where they belonged. 

We have occupied the new library for six months,—long enough 
to test its workable qualities, and find it fits our own particular needs 
most admirably. There is a quiet beauty and dignity about the build- 
ing, combined with a simplicity that is charming. The arrangement 
of the rooms was so carefully planned with relation to the purpose 
of each that convenience to both readers and workers has resulted. 
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Studious thought was given to every detail. The floor is of inlaid 
cork, to afford silence and resilience, wax-filled to take a polish as of 
hard wood. The stack lights are of cut lenses to diffuse the radiance 
even to the lowest shelves. The portable floor-lamps, adjacent to 
comfortable armchairs, are provided with lenses that absorb the 
yellow rays, yielding the most comfortable reading light. In short 
the atmosphere pervading the whole building is conducive to reading 
and study, extending an invitation to come and a welcome to remain.

ANNUAL MEETING, JUNE 25th-27th, 1930, 
MONTREAL, CANADA 


After registration the thirty-third annual meeting of the Medical 
Library Association was called to order by the president at ten 
o’clock, Wednesday morning, the twenty-fifth at the Medical Build- 
ing, McGill University. An address of welcome by Dr. C. F. Martin 
was followed by the address of the President, Dr. Archibald Malloch. 

Mr. Pemberton Smith gave an interesting talk on what to see in 
Montreal, pointing out significant facts concerning its geography and 
history. 

At noon we had the opportunity of inspecting the Medical Li- 
brary of McGill University. At one o’clock we were the guests of the 
University at a nicely appointed buffet luncheon. 

Wednesday afternoon the business meeting was called to order 
at two o’clock. Miss Poole moved, Mr. Ballard seconded, that the 
minutes be approved as read. Carried. The report of the Executive 
Committee, the Secretary and the Treasurer were accepted. Miss 
Lawrence gave a clear and interesting report of the work of the Ex- 
change, showing a spirit of codperation between the libraries, and ex- 
cellent organization and accomplishment on the part of the manager 
and her assistants. The report was approved and accepted. The 
treasurer’s report showed that the finances of the association are in 
excellent condition. 

The chairman of the Membership Committee, Miss Elizabeth 
Schramm, reported twelve new library members, seven new support- 
ing members, and thirty-two new professional members. The list of 
these was read by the secretary, and the names were voted upon and 
approved by the association. 
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The report of the Publication Committee as contained in the 
report of the Executive Committee was approved. The work of the 
Program and Entertainment Committee was acknowledged with 
thanks. The Nominating Committee having prepared the ballot 
before the meeting, the votes were counted. Dr. F. W. Marlowe de- 
clined the nomination by letter. The following officers were declared 
elected for the ensuing year : 


President, Dr. Archibald Malloch. 

Vice President, Dr. W. W. Francis. 
Secretary, Miss Sue Biethan. 

Treasurer, Miss Mary Louise Marshall. 
Executive Committee, Miss M. Myrtle Tye. 


The secretary read an invitation from Vanderbilt University for 
the 1931 meeting; also a joint invitation from Tulane University and 
the Orleans Parish Medical Society. A letter from Miss Ophiils stated 
that Sanford University had hoped to have us come to San Francisco 
in 1931, but that the invitation would be postponed in favor of New 
Orleans. Mrs. Cunningham withdrew the invitation from Vander- 
bilt, saying that Vanderbilt would heartily codperate in plans for a 
meeting at New Orleans and hoped that all who could would include 
Vanderbilt in the itinerary for 1931. Miss Marshall suggested that 
perhaps the Latin American countries could be interested in the as- 
sociation. Mr. Ballard moved, Mr. Harding seconded, that we meet 
in New Orleans. Carried. The meeting adjourned. 

At three-thirty we were taken to the home of Dr. and Mrs. C. F. 
Martin. The garden party there was more than a delight. 

Thursday morning at nine-thirty the meeting was called to order 
by Dr. W. W. Francis, the Vice President. Miss Carrie L. Williams 
conducted a round table discussion on library problems. Book Selec- 
tion, Public documents, and Selective Subject headings in cataloguing 
were first taken up. Many related topics were discussed. Questions 
were handed in and as many read and answered as possible. 

Thursday afternoon Dr. W. B. Howell addressed us on The Im- 
portance and Value of Historical and Cultural Collections to a Gen- 
eral Medical Library. Dr. W. W. Francis spoke on the Osler Col- 
lection. The rest of the afternoon was spent browsing in the Osler 
Library with a visit to the Exhibition of the History of Anatomical 
Illustration in the Museum of Human Anatomy. 

The annual dinner at the Mount Royal Hotel was a delightful 
occasion. It was hard to decide whether Dr. Leo Pariseau was more 
learned than witty or more witty than learned. 

Friday morning the meeting was called to order by the presi- 
dent at nine-thirty. It was announced that the Surgeon General’s 
Catalogue would be continued in its original form, and that the 
material not yet indexed for the years 1927 on would be included in 
the fourth series. 
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Dr. Malloch felt that the committee on the Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus had a good start, and hoped that the coming year 
would bring results. It was moved and carried that the committee be 
continued. 

In the discussion on the exchange a plan was suggested whereby 
the country could be divided into areas, each area in turn having 
first choice of material offered by the exchange—within that area the 
largest library having first choice. The plan was to give the smaller 
libraries more frequent chances of getting desired material. To some 
the plan seemed too complicated for the present. Others felt that 
the larger libraries do not really compete with the small ones because 
each type is ready at different times in their growth for different 
kinds of material. For instance, most small libraries do not have 
the time nor the space to care for bulletins and medical reports of 
hospitals, while the larger library must include these in a well-rounded 
collection. 

Friday afternoon there was inspection of the McGill University 
Library and of the Bibliothéque Saint-Sulpice, each one in its own 
way of much interest. At the latter Dr. Pariseau had prepared an 
exhibit of eighteenth and nineteenth century books on electricity. 

We thank our hosts for a most pleasant stay in the city of Mont- 
real, their plans for our comfort and enjoyment being entirely suc- 
cessful.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee met after the close of the Cleveland 
meeting and James F. Ballard was elected Chairman. The Secretary 
was instructed to make a complete new key list of members after 
communicating with each library in the Association. 

Miss Ella B. Lawrence was reappointed Manager of the Exchange 
and she was authorized to employ Miss Lilly Hanvey as her assistant. 

The Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus was discussed and the 
President appointed a Committee, Miss Janet Doe, Chairman, to 
codperate with the American Medical Association in formulating 
plans for the listing of unlisted material. Miss Loomis, the retiring 
Treasurer, was authorized to turn over her books and vouchers to 
Miss Marshall and to transfer the funds to the Medical Library 
Association, Mary Louise Marshall, Treasurer. 

Miss Marshall was authorized to have the books audited by a 
professional accountant. Miss Marshall was further instructed to 
arrange that checks might be signed by either the Treasurer or Secre- 
tary. It was voted that foreign members be admitted to full member- 
ship if all requirements are fulfilled. 

The President announced the appointment of the Membership, 
Publication, Auditing, Insurance and Program Committees. 

The Association has prospered during the past year, so much so, 
that it is difficult to write a really interesting report. The finances 
are in satisfactory condition, the membership is rapidly increasing 
and the Exchange is functioning at a high rate of efficiency. 

The Exchange is the Back Bone of the Association and, accord- 
ing to Miss Lawrence, conditions have been much better during the 
past year and she has had many appreciations of the work of the 
Exchange in which Miss Hanvey has been a wonderful help. The 
Exchange Committee authorized the Manager to issue an extra list 
late in the season to care for a large lot of material offered by a 
library which is about to move into a new building. 

The new By-Law is beginning to have its effect and will greatly 
stimulate giving by all the libraries in the Association. This By-Law 
obliges all member libraries to offer material through the Exchange 
at least once in two years. During the eight months ending June 
first, lists have been received from 42 libraries. The By-Law was 
made retroactive for one year and went into effect as of January 1, 
1929. Consequently, libraries not offering material through the Ex- 
change during the calendar years of 1929 and 1930 cannot receive 
material from the Exchange in 1931 until they have sent lists to the 
Manager of the Exchange. 

It should be pointed out at this time that this change in policy 
voted by the Association will greatly increase the work of the Ex- 
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change and will eventually cost considerably more than at the present 
time and the resources of the Association should be conserved to 
meet future demands of the Exchange. 

Libraries offering material should realize that once the list is 
sent to the Manager, the material is subject to her order and should 
be distributed according to her instructions. 

The Association is fortunate in having Miss Lawrence and Miss 
Hanvey undertake the management of the Exchange and to them 
is due our heartiest thanks. Miss Lawrence will give you a detailed 
report of her work. 


FINANCES 


When the new Treasurer began business on October first, there 
was a substantial cash balance in the bank. Since then the expenses 
have not exceeded the income and the Treasury is in very good con- 
dition. Miss Marshall will give you her detailed report. 

The call loan authorized by the Executive Committee was not 
negotiated because the New Orleans bank would not handle such a 
small sum as $2500. The bank suggested buying collateral trust cer- 
tificates but your Chairman did not authorize this investment as he 
did not know the collateral back of the certificates. Miss Marshall, 
however, arranged for 314% certificates of deposit in $500 units 
and the Association has profited from this arrangement. The books 
were thoroughly audited by an accountant as of August 31, 1929. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The Membership Committee has been active during the year 
and up to the time of writing this report 54 new members, of which 
11 were libraries, have been approved by the Executive Committee. 


MEETING 


It will be remembered that at the Cleveland meeting, the vote 
taken on the months of June or September as the date of the Annual 
Meeting was about equal and was not of much help to the Com- 
mittee. After very careful consideration it was decided to hold the 
meeting the last of June primarily because of medical school library 
conditions. 

The Program and Entertainment Committee has done nobly as 
you will see when you examine the printed program. The Mount 
Royal Hotel was designated as headquarters and the management 
agreed to make a flat rate of $5.00 a day to members attending the 
meeting. 

The Secretary later will read invitations for next year’s meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


The new By-Laws when they get to working thoroughly should 
make the Association second to none in organizations of its kind. 
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The A. L. A. and 8. L. A. have nothing particular to offer to 
medical and biological libraries and the broadening of the member- 
ship clause should bring into the Association many libraries in the 
sciences allied to medicine. The professional membership should 
result in a closer bond between the library worker and the Association. 
The privilege and right to vote by mail gives every member a voice 
in the affairs of the Association. 

Greater responsibility is placed on 1:2 Executive Committee as 
it now has control over all appointed committees. 

The membership of the Committee is scatterea over the whole 
United States and Canada and consequently the most of the burdens 
fall on the Chairman of the Committee. 


REPORT OF MEDICAL LIBRARY EXCHANGE 
1929-30 


The season of 1929-30 for the Exchange opened with the October 
broadeast, October 7th. Lists were issued regularly thereafter each 
month, with an extra list in March and a double list May 15th, mak- 
ing eleven lists in all, or fifty-four lots of material, offered by forty- 
two different libraries from their duplicates. Some gave in large 
measure from their accumulation, and others as they were able. 
Some gave because they were moving into new buildings, but all 
gave cheerfully and with the thought that they were benefiting 
others and paying in part their debt to the Exchange for past favors. 

Fifty more mimeographed pages were listed than last season, or a 
total of 192 pages. Thus many thousands of items were presented 
for the membership to check from and good use was made of the op- 
portunity and much valuable material changed hands. Mention 
should be made of the short lists of wants that were broadcast, as 
this service was increased over last year, and great credit should be 
given those libraries who responded to these requests. 

A large part of the membership checked the lists freely and of the 
new members several availed themselves of the opportunity to check 
and expressed themselves pleased with the service. 

Thanks are due the libraries for their unfailing codperation 
during the year, also to the Executive Committee, and my co-workers 
for their hearty support and good work.

CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws

Anp As AGAIN REvIseD AT MONTREAL, JUNE 25-27, 1930 


ARTICLE I 


Chapter 1. This Association shall be called the Medical Library Association. 
Chapter 2. Its object shall be the fostering of medical and allied scientific 


libraries and the exchange of medical literature among its members. 


Chapter 3. ‘The membership shall consist of three classes, viz.: Library 


members, supporting members and professional members. (a) 
Library members. Medical libraries and allied scientific libraries 
of not less than 500 volumes, with regular hours and attendants 
shall constitute the voting membership of the Association. Each 
Library member shall be entitled to two voting representatives 
at business sessions of the Association. (b) Supporting members. 
Any person interested in medical and allied libraries, except those 
professionally engaged in library work, shall be eligible to sup- 
porting membership. (c) Professional members. Any person 
actively engaged in library work shall be eligible to professional 
membership. The power to vote shall be vested solely in the 
library members and exercised by their official representatives.” 
Applicants for membership upon being approved by a majority 
of the Executive Committee including the Chairman shall be 
entitled to all the benefits of membership from the time they 
pay their annual dues, their election to be ratified by the Associa- 
tion at its following annual meeting. 


ARTICLE II 


Chapter 1. The annual dues shall be $10.00 for library members, $5.00 


for supporting members, and $2.00 for professional members. 
Library members joining after July first shall pay half the an- 
nual dues. 


Chapter 2. If the annual dues are not paid to the Treasurer before the 
end of the fiscal year each delinquent member shall be considered 
to be in arrears of dues and shall be suspended from all the privi- 
leges of the Association. Members thus suspended may be rein- 
stated only upon the payment of all dues for which they are in 
arrears and with the approval of the Executive Committee. 
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ArTICcLE III 


The Officers and Their Duties 


Chapter 1. The officers of the Association shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and an Executive Committee. 


Chapter 2. They shall be nominated and elected annually by ballot on 
receiving a majority of the votes cast at the annual meeting and 
shall assume their duties upon the adjournment of the annual 
meeting at which they are elected. The officers shall be ex-officio 

members of the Executive Committee. 


Chapter 3. The President. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Association and to perform all other duties legitimately 
appertaining to his office. 

Section 2. He shall appoint all non-elective committees. 

Section 3. He shall be an ex-officio member of all committees. 


Chapter 4. The Vice-President. 


Section 1. The Vice-President, in absence of the President, shall pre- 
side and assume all the duties of the President. 


Chapter 5. The Secretary. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a full and 
distinct record of all the transactions of the Association, and a 
list of all members. 


Section 2. He shall inform all those who are admitted to member- 
ship of their election and notify them to pay the Treasurer the 
annual dues. He shall notify the officers of the Association of 
their election. 


Section 3. He shall conduct the correspondence of the Association. 
He shall retain copies of all letters written by him in behalf of 
the Association and shall present on file all letters and communica- 
tions received by him in his official capacity and report the same 
to the Executive Committee. 


Section 4. He shall issue to each member at least four weeks before 
the annual meeting, a program of the time and place of meeting 
and business to be transacted. 


Section 5. The Secretary shall each year not later than January fif- 
teenth send to the Chairman of the Nominating Committee a 
complete list of members, a list of officers and elective committee 
members whose terms of office expire at the next annual meeting, 
a complete list of officers for the preceding five years and ex- 
tracts from the By-Laws relating to the nomination and election 
of officers and committees. 
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Section 6. He shall issue to each library member at least four weeks 
before the annual meeting, a copy of the official ballot of the 
nominating committee. The ballots shall be cast at the next 
annual meeting; absentee library members may send their sealed 
ballots which shall be counted with the ballots of the library 


members present. 


Chapter 6. The Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys 
and funds belonging to the Association. He shall pay all bills 
when ordered by the Executive Committee and countersigned by 
the President. 


Section 2. He shall present to each member promptly at the beginning 
of each fiscal year a bill of annual dues, and shall demand pay- 
ment at least twice while such bills are unpaid. At the end of 
each fiscal year he shall present to the Executive Committee for 
action, a list of all members in arrears of dues as stated in Article 
II, Chapter 2, of the Constitution and By-Laws. The fiscal 
year shall end December thirty-first. 


Section 3. He shall make an annual report and shall present his 
accounts for audit at the annual meeting. 


Chapter 7. Elective Committees. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall consist of five members 
elected at large, and of the President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, ex-officio. It shall elect its own chairman. The 
members-at-large shall hold office for three years, two to be 
elected annually for a term of three years except that every third 
year one shall be elected for a term of three years. 


Section 2. It shall have charge and general management of the 
affairs of the Association. 


Seltion 3. In the event of the death or resignation of any officer of 
the Association, it shall have the power to fill the vacancy for 
the unexpired term of such officer unless otherwise provided by 
the Constitution and By-Laws. 


Section 4. Nominating Committee. There shall be a nominating 
committee of three members, one member to be elected annually 
for a term of three years. The senior member shall be Chairman 
of the Committee. No member shall serve on the Committee 
more than three years during a period of five years. 

The Nominating Committee shall prepare annually an official 
ballot of nominees for officers and members of the Executive 
and Nominating Committees. The Committee must propose 
not less than two candidates for each office to be filled, and pre- 
sent copies of the official ballot to the Secretary, President and 
Chairman of the Executive Committee not later than March 
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first of the calendar year. Nominations may be made to the 
Nominating Committee upon petitions signed by not less than 
ten members of the Association. Such nominations if properly 
made and presented to the Chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee before March first of the calendar year must be placed 
on the official ballot of the Nominating Committee. 


Chapter 8. Standing Committees. 


Section 1. There shall be standing Committees on auditing, mem- 
bership, nomination, program and entertainment, and publications. 


Section 2. Auditing Committee. There shall be an auditing com- 
mittee of three members. It shall audit the books of the Treas- 
urer before each annual meeting. 


Section 3. Membership Committee. There shall be a membership 
committee of seven members. It shall be the duty of this com- 
mittee to increase the membership of the Association. 


Section 4. Program and Entertainment Committee. There shall be 
a program and entertainment committee of five members. It 
shall arrange the program and entertainment for the annual meet- 
ings and shall send to the Secretary a copy of the program for 
printing not later than six weeks before the annual meeting. 

Section §. Publication Committee. There shall be a publication 
committee of five members. It shall have charge of the publi- 
cation of the official bulletin and any other publications of the 
Association. 

Section 6. The membership of non-elective standing Committees may 
be increased if and when considered advisable. 


Chapter 9. Section 1. The officers and chairmen of committees shall 
make written reports at the annual meeting. 
Section 2. The work of the non-elective standing committees shall 
be under the charge of the Executive Committee. 


ArTicLe IV 
Exchange 
Chapter 1. The management and location of the Exchange shall be de- 


termined by the Executive Committee who shall have the direc- 
tion of its affairs. 


Chapter 2. Libraries shall be given precedence in the disposal of the 
material for exchange in accordance with their size, the largest 
library being given first choice. 


Chapter 3. No member shall make primary application for exchange 
material, if such exchange material is duplicate of what that 
member owns at the time said application is made. Violation 
of this rule shall be cause for expulsion from the Association. 
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Chapter 4. Each member library of the Association must offer material 


for distribution through the Exchange at least once every two 
years. This provision shall take effect upon its adoption and 
shall be retroactive for one year. The material offered must be 
acceptable to the Exchange. It is understood that all libraries 
shall give to their fullest capacity and uphold the altruistic tra- 
ditions of the Association. 

Libraries violating this By-Law shall not receive any material 
through the Exchange until its provisions have been fulfilled. 


ARTICLE V 
Meetings 


Chapter 1. The annual meeting shall be held at a place to be fixed at 


the annual meeting of the Association. Libraries desiring to act 
as host to the Association shall present a formal invitation to 
the Association for action at the annual meeting. The date 
of meeting shall be fixed by the Executive Committee. When 
the Association fails to fix a place or when an invitation is with- 
drawn the Executive Committee shall then fix the place of meet- 
ing. 


Chapter 2. Ten members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 


of business. In scientific session a quorum shall always be 
presumed. 


Chapter 3. Each library paying $10 annual dues shall be entitled to two 


voting representatives at every executive meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Chapter 4. The order of business at the annual meeting shall be as follows: 


Reading of the Minutes. 

Report of the Executive Committee. 
Report of the Secretary. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Report of Standing Committees. 

New Business. 

Amendments to Constitution and By-Laws. 
Election of Officers. 


ARTICLE VI 


Honorary Members 


Chapter 1. The honorary members of the Association, limited in number 
to twenty-five, shall be nominated by the Executive Committee 
and shall be elected in the same manner as regular members. 
They shall not be required to pay any dues, nor shall they be priv- 
ileged to vote or hold office. 
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ArTicLe VII 


Amendments 


Chapter 1. The Constitution and By-Laws may be amended at an annual 
meeting by the three-fourths vote of those present, notice of the 
proposed amendments having been sent to each member at least 
four weeks before the annual meeting, providing such proposed 

. amendments shall be presented in writing by Library Members 

ae: to the Executive Committee for its consideration and recom- 

: mendation not less than ten weeks before the annual meeting. 
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
